S INCE THE ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE 

date of the naval gathering which the King 
will open in London to-morrow morning the press 
and many public men of the countries directly con¬ 
cerned in its deliberations have indulged in a good 
deal of speculation and prophecy. "Notes" have 
been published purporting to set out the minimum 
with which the nations issuing them would be satisfied. 
A substantial crop of scepticism has been sown. Not 
a little nonsense has been published. In the main, 
however, the public has fervent hopes that the con¬ 
ference will succeed in making practical progress 
towards the objective it has set itself. 

Beyond question, widely divergent points of view 
will have to be reconciled before common ground for 
detailed discussion will be reached. As Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald already has said, his country’s cards 
win be on the table. There is every indication that 
this policy will prevail all round. Perhaps the most 
hopeful feature about this gathering is that its dis¬ 
cussions will not be dominated by men who view 
the problem through the barrel of a sixteen-inch gun 
-or through-a foot of armor plate. Naval experts, of 
-eOwser iKill be sg-at wd >» c e jurri asknd fprjjheir 
views on such technical matters as may have to be 
considered; but it should be home in mind that the 
purpose of the conference is to reduce naval establish- 
ments. 

We have been told that the question of categories 
will be the rock upon which the conference will come 
to grief. There ought to be no ground for such a 
supposition. It is ao compliment to such men as 
Premier MacDonald and President Hoover, and none 
to the influential newspapers of Britain and the 
United States, to imply that the gathering is merely 
an empty gesture to appease the world-wide clamoi* 
for less expenditure on armaments. Rather is it 
reasonable to predict that the frank dtscusawna the 
conference will permit witt achieve important results

Lord Willlngdon gra¬ 
ciously accepted the gift and arrange- 
meuto ware made to move It to the 
gardens of Rid«su Hail, the official 
gubernatorial residence at Ottawa. 
Later, however, it was decided to leave 
the totem at Friendly Cove, on account 
of the great historical value attached 
to it. The Department of Indian Af¬ 
fairs then decided that the incident 
should be com me norm ted and the fol¬ 
lowing Inscription will be put on the 
pole, framed In a bronze plate six¬ 
teen Inches by twenty-four: "Thla 
totem pole was presented to Hla Ex¬ 
cellency Lord Willlngdon, Oovernor- 
Oenersl of Canada, on the occasion of 
his visit to Friendly Cove by the sub- 
chief. Captain Jack. In gratefully ac¬ 
cepting the gift. Lord Willlngdon re¬ 
quested the sub-chief to allow the pole 
to remain In Its present site and to be 
cared for by the Nootka Indians In 
recollection <ft**the first visit paid by 
a Oovernor-Qeneral to Friendly Cove 
and to the West Coast Of Vancouver 
Island In April. 1828.'* 

Lord and Lady Willlngdon were per¬ 
sonally very grateful to Chief Jack and 
the tribe for their generous present, 
the most valuable and historical that 
they could give. So on their return 
to Ottawa Their Excellencies person¬ 
ally picked out a handsome gold 
watch and chain and sent it to Mr. 
Dttchburn, asking him to have It pre¬ 
sented to the chief.
